INTERVENTION IK 
HAITI CONSIDERED 
BY ADMINISTRATION 


Recurring Revolutions in Island 
Reported to Threaten Large 
Property Losses. 


| 1900 MARINES MOBILIZED 


American Government Prepares 
to Strike if Conditions Make 
It Necessary. 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—Plans 
mobilizing at least 1000 marines within 
striking distance of Haiti and the Do- 
minican republic, will move forward an- 
other etep tomorrow with the arrival of 
the naval transport Prairie at Guan- 


tanamo from Vera Cruz with 400 sea- 
soned fighting men from the outposts 
there. That will bring the force at 
Guantanamo up to 700. 

The transport Hancock, which has 
just landed 300 at Guantanamo, is now 
headed for the Philadelphia Navy Yard 
to return with another load to bring 
the total force up to at least 1000. 

With those preparations President 
Wilson's decision as to what action the 
United States shall take to quell the 
revolutions in the island republic and 
satisfy the pressure of European cred- 
itors, will be awaited. War and navy 
officials, confident that peace can be 
restored on the island only by the active 
intervention of the United States, are 
perfecting their plans. 

Recurring revolution in Haiti threat- 
ening tremendous property losses led to 
renewal of discussion today in adminis- 
tration circles over the possibility of 
American intervention. Small hope was 
held that the Haitiens would be able te 
put their own Government in order. 

The situation had reached such a stage 
that under European pressure a move- 
ment of the Guantanamo marines into 
Haiti was a possibility. 

If intervention were ordered in Haiti 
it was suggested that the United States 
would attempt to establish a financial 
trusteeship over the republic by which 
American officials not only would col- 
lect taxes, but they also would requirs 
proper appropriation of the funds.

Society Editor Tells of Dinner. 

Mme. Louisa de Mesagne-Estradere, 
formerly society editor of the Figaro, 
amid profound silence testified she had 
dined in company with Mme. Caillaux 
about two months before the shooting. 
She continued: ‘Mme. Caillaux said 
Mme. Gueydan, the former wife of M. 
Caillaux, was going from one newspa- 
per office to another hawking letters 
I tried to reassure her by 
saying that my information was to the 
effect that Mme. Gueydan had refused 
to sell the letters to Calmette for $6000. 
1 know nothing of the ‘Thy Joe’ let- 
ter.” 

“Will you not give more precise tes- 
timony about Mme. Gueydan’s letters?” 
interrupted Mme. Caillaux. The witness 
did not reply and a moment later left 


the stand. 


“As she foretold, the attacks recom- 
mneneed with redoubled fury, but I re- 
fused to adopt the means employed by 
other politicians to stop them. 

“I pursued my way undeterred. I 
could not believe that anyone would 
publish the “Thy Joe” letters, although 
I had been warned, by Pierre Morder, 
by the Princess of Monaco and by the 
Princess of Mesagne-Estradere.” 


Hears of First Wife's Bitterness. 

In January, 1914, M. Caillaux had a 
conversation with Jean Barthou, the 
former Minister of Justice, who said: 

“Your wife (first wife) is very bitter 
against you. You made a great mistake 
in writing those letters.’’ 

After the publication of one of the 
“Thy Joe” letters, M. Caillaux’s first 
wife telephoned him to clear herself of 
any suspicion he might have had that 
she was responsible for its divulgence. 

“At that time,” said M. Caillaux I 
firmly believed that other letters would 
bé published. My wife shared my be- 
lief, which was confirmed by informa- 
tion from a number of persons.”’ 

Up to this time M. Caillaux had been 
moderately calm, but now he worked 
himself up to a violent indignation as he 
denounced the calumnies leveled against 
his honesty. 

“‘Never have I touched a single stock 
of my personal fortune while Minister 
of Finance,” he declared. ‘‘Never did; 
a Bourse order come out of r--- office. 
I affirm it in the strongest terms.” 
Returning to the “‘Thy Joe’”’ letter, he 
described the effect of its publication 
on his wife. Finally he became so im- 
pregnated with her fears that other 
letters would be published that he con- 
sulted President Poincare, who had been 
one of the witnesses of their marriage. 
The President did his best to reassure 
him and advised him to consult a law- 
yer. : 

Gets No Aid From Lawyer. 

“My lawyer told me,’’ vontinued M. 
Caillaux, “‘that nothing could be done. I 
then said to my wife: ‘Be reassured. I 
will go and smash Calmette’s snout 
myself.’ After that I felt relieved in 
|mind, but my wife, on the other hand, 
was depressed. 

“At the police station, on my way 
home from the Senate I learned of the 
tragedy. My wife’s constant prayer 
was: ‘I hope he is not seriously hurt; 
I meant only to give him a lesson.’ ” 

Caillaux was shaken by emotion and 
showed weariness. He asked for 10 min- 
utes’ rest, and during the recess went 
over to the dock, took one of his wife’s 


hands and kissed it fervently. 


though that would have been a grave 
peril for the country. 

“I am obliged to speak now of Cal- 
mette,’”’ said M. Cailraux after he had 
gone at some length into the political 
aspect of affairs, “but with the greatest 
moderation and the deepest emotion. If 
by allowing him to cover me with mud 
I could recall him to life I would -do so 
at once, but I am bound to defend my 
honor. 

“Calmette attacked me about the 
Franco-German agreement when in 1911 
he continuously supported my policy. 
He even went farther. He advocated on 
Aug. 10, 1911, the quotation of a German 
stock on the Paris Bourse. I well re- 
member the sensation the article caused. 
I considered that if France could con- 
sent to the cession of a colonial terri- 
tory invested with sleeping sickness, she 
could not allow the abandonment of 
part of her economic liberty.’ 

M. Caillaux went on to declare that 
when Calmette took the direction of 
Figaro he obtained funds from a group 
of German financiers. 

“My parents,” he said, “left me 1,200,- 
000 francs. I have now one million. I 
defy the attorney for the Calmette fam- 
ily to deny that he who 20 years ago 
song nothing has left a fortune of 13,000,- 

M. Caillaux then asked to be confront- 
ed with Louis Latzarus, one of ths 
members of the Figaro st-ff, who had 
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important enough absolutely. to dfush 
Caillaux. The two men were in the 
wildest excitement as they stood beside 
the bar and appeared to restrain them- 
selves with difficulty from springing at 
each other. 

Latzarus refused to specify the con- 
tents of the documents unless forced to 
do so, as their divulgence would con- 
stitute a grave danger to France. He 
was then heard to say something about 
“the chief whom I loved and whom 
Caillaux assassinated.” 


The courtroom broke into a violent 
uproar, the scene recalled the famous 
Zola trial. Caillaux shouted above the 
dit-. 

“I cannot tolerate such language. I 
respect the sentiment and devotion 
which prompts it, but insist that you 
substantiate the charges. I defy you to 
produce authentic documents which 
show me to have been wanting in patri- 
ctism and in patriotic foresight at that 
time.”’ 


Says Papers Were Surrendered. 

Maurice Chenu, counsel for the Cal- 
mette family, here interposed and de- 
clarei that the documents had been 
handed to President Poincare by Cal- 
mette’s brother after the editor’s death. 
The President had given them to the 
foreign office. He asked M. Caillaux to 
let the matter drop under the circum- 
stances. At this M. Labori, chief coun- 
sel for the defense, sprang to his feet 
and in tohes of thunder declared: 


“I will have no equivocation. I demand 
a full statement from the Government.” 

The Procurator-General, M. Herbaux, 
explained that some doubt existed as 
to the authenticity of the documents, 
and an inquiry was necessary. 


“Have you authority to express such 
doubt?” retorted Labor. 

Receiving an evasive answer he shout- 
ed at the top of his voice: 

“I refuse to plead under such cir- 
cumstances. I will not permit equivo- 
cation which might be tolerated in Par- 
liament. 

Wild cheers greeted M. Labori’s out- 
burst and the tumult looked as it it 
might degenerate into a serious dis- 
turbance. 


The Judge took a rapid decision and 
announced that it was too late to go 
into such an important matter, and 
adjourned court.

Poincare’s Deposition Read, 

President Poincare figured prominent- 
ly in the case when his deposition, taken 
by Judge Forichon, the First President 
of the Court of Appeals, was read.

“To be exact, it was on the morning 
lof March 16, after a Cabinet meeting, 
that Joseph Caillaux asked me for an 
important audience. He appeared to me 
exceedingly agitated and said he wished 
to consult me about the fact that M. 
Calmette should not publish in the 
Figaro a batch of private letters deal- 
ing with the private affairs of himself 
and Mme. Caillaux. 

“I replied that I considered M. Cal- 
métte an honorable gentleman, entire- 
ly incapable of publishing letters defam- 
ing the private character of Mme. Cail- 
laux, but I endeavored vainly to con- 
vince him. He replied that he consid- 
ered that various articles were then be- 
ing prepared for publication in the 
Figaro. I did not succeed in either re- 
moving his fears or quieting him.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—By direction 
of President Wilson, and with his en- 
tire approval, Attorney-General McRey- 
nolds is to institute at once a suit in 
equity to compel the dissolution of the 
New Haven Railroad system. 

At the same time, and also by direc- 
tion of the President, the evidence col- 
lected by the Attorney-General involv- 
ing “the criminal aspects of the case” 
will be laid before a grand jury with a 
view to securing the indictment of those 
directors of the road who were respon- 
sible for its looting and the loss of 
millions belonging to the stockholders. 

These two moves were decided at yes- 
terday’s Cabinet meeting, at which the 
entire situation, developed since the 
New Haven balked on its own proposal 
to purchase the stock of the Boston & 
Maine, was carefully gone over. 

President Wilson’s Letter. 

A letter from the President to the 
Attorney-General directing him to take 
action was given out. It says: 

THE WHITE HOUSE, WASHING- 

INGTON, D. C., July 21, 1914. 

‘My Dear Attorney-General: I 
have your letter of today enclosing 
a copy of your letter of July 9 to 
Mr. J. S. Hustis, president of the 
New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad Company, which to- 
gether disclose the failure of the di- 
rectors of the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad Company to 
comply with the terms of the settle- 
ment proposed by them and accepted 
by us in the matter of their rail- 
road holdings. Their final decision 
in this matter caused me the deep- 
est surprise and regret. Their fail- 
ure, upon so slight a pretext, to 
carry out an agreement deliberately 
and solemnly entered into and which 
was manifestly in the common inter- 
est is to me inexplicable and en- 
tirely without justification. 

You have been kind enough to 
keep me fully informed of every 
step the department took in this mat- 
ter and the action of the department 
has throughout met with my entire 
approval. It was just, reasonable 
and efficient.

SALARIES ARE ‘DISCLOSED 


Lawyers Who Won Suit for 
Stenographer Want Share of 
Entire Amount for Fee. 


A report filed in Circuit Judge Hitch- 
cock’s court Wednesday by the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce on a division 
of its pension fund among employes en- 
titled to benefit under it, discloses the 
amount of money paid by the bank in 
salaries to many of its principal offi- 
cers and employes. 

The report was filed on instructions 
of Judge Hitchcock, who ordered that 
the fund be distributed to those who 
were entitled to it. The order was 
made in a suit brought by Miss Fannie 
Stein, a stenographer in the bank for 
2 years prior to May, 1913. 


The annual appropriations to maintain 
the fund were stopped in July, 1913, fol- 
lowing complaints by some stockhold- 
ers, who threatened to institute suits to 
prevent the pension plan from being fol- 
lowed. Miss Stein sued to obtain money 
she alleged was due her from the fund. 


The bank's report shows that the fund 
contains $43,379.74, and names 143 em- 
ployes, who have been with the bank 
more than five years, who are entitled 
to money from it. 

Among the employes shown, with the 
amounts paid them in salaries and the 
amounts to which they are entitled from 
the fund are: 

WwW. B. Cowen, vice-president; 3% years 
of service, salary $147,496, or an average 
of $4338 a ‘year. Entitled to $2137.50 froin 
fund. 

Cc. L. Merrill, assistant cashier; i8 
years of service, salary $176,660, or an 
average of $4649 a year. Entitled to 
$2294. 

J. A. Lewis, cashier; 11 years’ service: 
salary $119,660, or $10,879 a year. Entitled 
to $2393.20. : 

F. A. Peterson, teller; 30 years’ serv- 
ice; salary $65,025, or an average of 
$2167 a year. Entitled to $1065.50. 

William Hammerstein, teller, 46 years’ 
service; salary $128,300, or an average of 
$278 a year. Entitled to $1379. 

Miss Fannie Stein, stenographer: 2 
years’ service; salary $29,400, or $1130 a 
year. Entitled to $554.50. 

Judge Hitchcock ordered that each 
person entitled to share in the fund 
should be served with notice by the 
bank of the amount, and that notice 
should be posted in the bank, in order 
that any person could file objections to 
the amount. Such’ objections must be 
filed by Oct. 6

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THE NEW ENGINRY OF PEACE, 

Secretary Bryan’s new peace treaty with Uru- 
guay was signed Moniay. Like treaties with Ar- 
gentina, Brazil and Chile are next to be signed. 
Within ten days treaties with twenty nations, 
all containing the new and warmly approved 
provision for avoiding resort to war, will be sent 
to the Senate for ratification. 

The distinctive principle of the treaties is that 
they introduce into diplomacy the homely old 
tule of counting 100 when one is angry. If seri- 
ous irritation ever arises between us and any one 
of the governments with which these treaties 
are concluded and the incentive to war seems ir- 
resistible, a joint commission is to be named to 
consider the causes of difference. That neither 


pledged. 

All the ground heretofore gained for the cause 
of peace is kept and new ground occupied. If 
the usual resources of diplomacy are inadequate 
to a crisis action under the new treaties becomes 
chligatory. If lapse of time does not cure in- 
jured sensibilities within a year and the joint 
commission can devise no means of restoring 
friendliness, recourse may still be had to all the 
peace-preserving agencies that have heretofore 
been available. Arbitrators with plenary power 
may be named by mutual agreement or appeal 
may be made to The Hague tribunal.

They perpetuate in a new way an idea to which 
we gave form and force as long ago as the negoti- 
ations that led to the Geneva award on critical 
Alabama differences, and to which we have lately 
given further force in difficult dealings with the 
rrovisional government at Mexico City. _ 

The Senator who would delay or who wouid 
obstruct with typical senatorial casuistry the 
creat idealistic purposes to which these treaties 
are devoted must, indeed, be a bitter and unrea- 
soning enemy of the most distinctive idealistic ad- 
ministration in our history. 
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‘‘OUT ON THE RIGHT OF WAY.’’ 

St. Louis is one of four commercial cities in 
which the Interstate Commerce Commission has 
established district headquarters. The departure 
is in the interest of greater accuracy in railroad 
information and that greater expedition in reach- 
ing decisions which the long delayed action on 
an increase of rates has shown to be necessary. 
The growing powers of the commission create a 
necessity for keeping in closer touch with the 
actual problems.of transportation. Washington, 
located at one end of the country, is too far away 
from many practical phases of railroading. 

To have important appointees of the board “liv 
ing out on the right.of way” will promote the 
interests of the Southwest and other grand divi- 
sions on the railroad map of the country. 


ON SMASHING STREET CAR DOORS. 

There is a right way and there is a wrong way 
to do anything, even to smashing a street car 
door. 

Those who contemplate engaging in this pop- 
viar outdoor pastime should carefully observe 
several conditions, else they will be prosecuted 
for malicious destruction of property like that 
terrible vandal, Mr. Everett EL. Peyton—that 
vctary of violence, that—what shall we call him? 
—that nonstockholder! 

. Gentle Reader, if you feel a call to shatter some 
United Railway glass, first of all be sure you 
are a large stockholder in addition to a stereo- 
typed prominent citizen entitled to wear an 
“Hon.” on your name. Smashing street cars is 
not a democratic sport, like golf, in which just 
anybody may engage. It is not a poor man’s 
game, but is rather exclusive like yachting, racing 
or polo. The poor man would do better to con- 
fine himself to pitching horseshoes or throwing 
balls at “nigger babies,” or—if his temper just 
craves the sound of breaking glass, let him shoot 
a few glass balls, or shatter a beer bottle, or go 
home and smash a cellar window or kick down 
a chandelier in his own house. 

The only safe way, the only sane way, the 
only right way to smash a glass car door is not 
with your fist, but with your walking stick, as 
a mere golfer might employ his brassie. Having 
“followed through,” as it were, you couclude the 
performance de luxe by deftly producing and 
banding to the conductor your engraved card 
from your cardcase nestling within your pocket 
beside your lithographed certificate of stock in 
the corporation; accompanying your proffer of 
the carte de visite with some such polite injunc- 
tion as “Please present my compliments to the 
'General Manager.” - 

By carefully complying with the well-defined 
rules of the sport, you will avoid committing a

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INTERLOCKED MONOPOLY IN COAL. 

In arguing for more drastic restrictions in the 
Hepburn “commodities” act, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has illuminated one very in- 
teresting phase of the unsatisfactory condition 
governing St.’ Louis’ coal supply. 

The St. Louis, Troy & Eastern, the St. Louis & 
O’Fallon and the Litchfield & Madison are short 
coal-carrying roads, each controlled by interests 
which also control Illinois coal mines along its 
ronte. The report points out very clearly the 
abuses resulting from this dual control of trans- 
portation and coal and the possession of a double 
profit from mining and shipment. 

Because of the ownership of the mines, the 
route their output destined for distant places 
Shall take after leaving the short line can be 
dictated. This gives a leverage for forcing larger 
roads to exchange business with the short lines. 
On the other hand ownership of the industrial 
roads enables the interlocked mines to be favored 
in shipments in various ways at the expense of 
the independent mines. 

This illustration showing the need for the 
amendment of the act is happily chosen. But the 
situation disadvantageous to St. Louis thus de- 
scribed is the precise situation existing on a 
larger scale in the anthracite region from which 
the whole country suffers. The result in both 
cases is unwarranted monopoly exactions on the 
public.

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MISSOURI RAILROAD RATES. 

The petition of the Missouri -railroads for an 
increase in freight rates imposes an unexpected 
duty on the State Public Service Commission. 
The Supreme Court decision empowers the Com- 
mission under the law to increase as well as re- 
duce rates, regardless of the rates fixed by the 
Legislature. 

The decision is logical. A Commission created 
to regulate public service rates should have the 
power to make rates equitable by increase or 
reduction as conditions require. They should have 
the power to protect public service corporations 
as well as the public from unjust rates and 
conditions, 

The duty of the Commission fs plain. It must 
investigate conditions and rates thoroughly. It 
must take account of all facts bearing upon 
rates, including the methods and conditions of 
railroad management. It must be sure that the 
railroads are properly managed, and, having the 
facts, must decide the rate question equitably. 
Railroad rates must be living rates. If the Com- 
mission finds the rates too low for the profitable, 
efficient operation of railroads they should be 
increased. But the Commission should make 
sure of the facts. Rates must be based upon 
henest and economical financing and manage- 


ment.

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A NATIONAL TRAGEDY AVERTED. 

Probably nothing ever struck such terror to 
‘the heart of the Western world as the threat- 
ened baseball strike—which the gods averted. 
A tie-up of this industry would have thrown 
millions of men and boys and office boys into 
complete idleness, demoralizing life in every 
great city of this fair land. 

The effects would have spread to every other 
industry and occupation and would have been 
felt as well in political and governmental insti- 
tutions. City halls and federal buildings, open in 
the late afternoons, would have presented an 
aspect of innocuous desuetude, doldrums and im- 
pending gloom. Even newspaper offices would 
have felt the tragedy; while bankers, brokers, 
and insurance agents would have wandered the 
streets without an occupation or diversion. 

We don’t know whether it is one of Col. Roose- 
velt’s “good trusts” or just a plain, vicious 
monopoly, but it is certain that the United States 
owes much to organized baseball. We should 
hate to see it disorganized. 

Baseball is a great spiritual stimulus as well 
av remedy. It is tonic to wholesome endeavor of 
all] kinds; a help even to the pulpit. It is a 
panacea for woes. It retards the growth of 
cankers of peace. It is a safety valve for jingo- 
ism, an outlet for rooting in general, a promoter 
of tranquility and domestic bliss, a safeguard of 
the American home, and a general antidote for 
mischief. It ought to be included in the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation as one of the main items 
for thanksgiving. 

Let us be conscious now of the blessing and 
duly grateful as a nation that Second Baseman 
Kraft is allowed to play with Newark instead 
of Nashville. Boom the guns, unfurl the ban- 
ners, sing the national anthem—and play ball! 
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AS USUAL.

VIRTUAL MONOPOLY 
TO UNION ELECTRIC 


City Counselor Holds None but 
It Can Extend Underground 
Wires for Lighting. 


City Counselor Baird, in an opinion 
delivered to the Board of Public Im- 
provements Tuesday afternoon, sus- 


tained the position taken by the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co., that it is 
the only electric company which can 
legally extend its underground system in 
St. Louis. 

The effect of the opinion, if sustained 
by the courts, would be te give the com- 
pany a monopoly on all electric busi- 
ness in the downtown district and much 
of the residence districts of the city. 

The independent companies, which are 
asking for the right to make extensions, 
Monday filed with the Public Service 
Commission in Jefferson City, briefs al- 
leging the Union Electric has absorbed 
all electric companies in St. Louis ex* 
cept the Cupples Station Light, Heat 
and Power Co., and the Phoenix -Light, 
and Power Co., and that it is seeking 
to prevent them from exercising their 
rights under their franchise by attempt- 
ing to prevent them from making ex- 
tensions. 

The Baird opinion was delivered in 
connection with the application of the 
Light & Development Company, owned 
by the Cupples Station, Company, fo> 
permission to lay conduits on Euclid 
and Laclede avenues, King’s Highway 
and Delmar boulevard, and the applica- 
tion of the Phoenix Company for per- 
mission to lay conduits on Main, O’Fal- 
lon and Mound streets. 

Ruling Under Keyes Ordinance. 

Baird ruled that under the Keyes or- 
dinance, which regulates the stringing of 
wires and laying of conduits, the Board 
has not the right to grant permission 
to any company to lay conduits in the 
downtown section of the city to any 
company, such right having expired 90 
days after the passage of the ordinance 
14 years ago, and that only the Munici- 
pal Assembly has the right to grant 
such permission outside the downtown 
or “underground” district. 

The Union Electric has a complete un- 
derground system in the business sec- 
tion of the city. 

President Kinsey of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvement said that it would fol- 
low Baird's ruling and refuse the per- 
mits. He said he had understood the 
matter would be taken into the courts, 
if that were done the Board 
and the law department should be in 
accord. 

The briefs filed with the Public Service 
Commission were in a case arising over 
the granting of a permit to the Cupples 
and Phoenix companies to lay a con- 
duit on Washington avenue between 
Fourth and Eighth streets. 

Reply to Injunction Petition, 

‘ A petition was filed with the Public 
Service Commission by the Missouri 
Valley Realty Co., asking an injunction 
to prevent the laying of this conduit. 
The briefs are filed by the two com- 
panies in reply to the injunction pro- 
ceedings. They charge that the Union 
Electric is the only interest behind the 
proceeding, and that it is attempting to 
stifle competition. 

The commission will determine wheth- 
er it has jurisdiction over the companies 
in matters in which they are regulated 
by ordinances passed prior to the or- 
ganization of the commission, and 
whether they will issue a certificate of 
convenience and necessity to the com- 
panies, without which, under the Public 
Service Commission act, public service 
corporations cannot operate.

An attempt by Police Judge John T. 


Sanders Tuesday to nullify a city ordi-, 


nance aimed to protect the tenement 
house dwellers, by deciding that an ordi- 
nance requiring a sink be established 
on each floor of a tenement house was 
“unreasonable,” will be appealed to the 
Court of Criminal Correction at the re- 
quest of Assistant Health Commissioner 
Jordan. 

“Unless this law is enforced by our 
courts,” said Dr. Jordan Wednesday, ‘‘it 
will be impossible for the health au- 
thorities to maintain sanitary living con- 
ditions in our tenements, and the people 
who are living in such dwellings will be 
at the mercy of bad sanitation and dis- 
ease which always accompanies it.” 

The prosecution which Judge San- 
ders decided against the city was 
against the Trembley & Miller Real 
Estate Co., as agents of tenement 
buildings at 823-25-27 Wright street. 
The defense was that hydrants are 
maintained in the yards of _ these 
houses ,and on this showing Judge 
Sanders held the ordinance was un- 
reasonable, and therefore void, in re- 
quiring fresh water and a sink on 
each floor of a tenement. 

Provision of Ordinances. 

The case was the first to arise under 
the tenement house laws effective Sept. 
1, 1913. The ordinance provides in Sec- 
tion 1 that: “It shall be the duty of 
owners, trustees or lessees of buildings 
used for tenement dwellings to provide 
and maintain on each floor of such ten- 
ements, in a hallway or exposed place 
common to all the tenants on that floor, 
at least one sink.”’ 

The ordinance contains no provision 
exempting tenements from this regula- 
tion because yard hydrants may be in 
operation. Before the ordinance was en- 
acted, attorneys of the Civic League 
passed on the validity of each section 
and gave it as their opinion that it was 
a constitutional exercise of police pow- 
ers by the city that was attempted. 

The ordinance also provides that 
where there are no hallways, a special 
permit shall be obtained from the Su- 
pervisor of Plumbing, to install such 
sinks in any exposed place common to 
the tenants. 

Aid From Civic Leagte. 

Roger N. Baldwin, secretary of the 
Civic League, who has been co-operat- 
ing with health officials in attempting 
to enforce the tenement laws, said the 
league would volunteer to employ spe- 
cial counsel to carry the case against 
Trembley & Miller to the hifhest court. 

The ordinance involved was drafted 
under the direction of Holt Roudebush, 
former Assistant City Counselor, as 
counsel for the Housing Committee of 
the Civic League, and Roudebush will 
be instructed by the league to aid the 
city. Before the bills were enacted in 
1913, Roudebush consulted members ef 
the City Law Department and obtained 
their approval as to the legality of each 
section. 

“The league cannot be satisfied to see 
the law set aside on the ground that it 
is unreasonable to enforce the installa- 
tion of water on every floor of a tene- 
ment house,’’ said Paldwin. “The people 
living in tenements where the water 
supply is in a rear yard are forced to 
carry every drop they use to the upper 
floors, and it is not unreasonable, in our 
opinion, to compel owners to protect 
tenants against insanitary conditions 
that are bound to obtain under such cir- 
cumstances.,”’ 

Baldwin estimates there are more than 
25,000 tenements in St. Louis in which 
an average of three families dwell. In 
nearly a year that the tenement law has 
been operative, the Health Department, 
through lack of inspectors, ‘has been 
able to enforce it againgt only 250 tene- 
ment owners. SQ-eral prosecutions were
